The officials affected are allowed time to 
arrange their affairs and for the railroad to 
earry an appeal to the government authori- 
‘ties at Ottawa.” 

“The situation is easily explained,” said 
General Manager William Cotter of the Pére 
Marquette. “I cannot go into the political 
phases of the subject, but I can deal with the 
common sense end of it.. In the first place, 
the Pére Marquette is an international road, 
‘owning’ and operating properties in the 
‘United States and Canada. There is no one 
‘in Canada who has the right to appoint a su - 
perintendent, and when we decided that a 
change of management would be beneficial 
to our Canadian patrons we, of course, sent 
one of our employés, Mr. Pyeatt, in whom we 

had the utmost confidence, to take charge of 
the Buffalo division of the Pére Marquette, 
The men affected are not new appointees on 
the road. 

“Mr. Pyeatt and the others living in Can- 
a@a with their families spend their money 
there, and have made desirable residents of 
St. Thomas. I think they could scarcely be 
classed as ‘ undesirable immigrants,’ the only 
excuse, in my mind, for the enforcement of an 
alien labor law.” . 

St. Thomas Merchants Incensed. 
‘The business men of St. Thomas are in- 
-censed over the matter and Mr. Cotter has 


{fn his possession scores of letters denounc- 
fng the movement, including one from the 
chamber of commerce, and a copy of a reso- 
Jution of the city couricil of St. Thomas, It 
4s definitely stated that 90 per cent of the 
{nhabitants of St. Thomas have signed a 
‘petition requiring that the action of the gov- 
ernment be reconsidered and protesting 
against forcing out men of good character 
and standing.

NINE HEROES GAIN AWARDS. 


Carnegie Fund Commissi on Gives 
Medals and Cash... 


| THREE WIDOWS RECIPIENTS. 


Appropriation of $10,000 Made for 
 Broekton Sufferers, 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 24.—At the May meet- 
ing of the Carnegie hero fund commission 
this afternoon the initial awards were made. 
Nine cases were acted upon favorably, three 
Sliver. medals and six bronze-medals being 

awarded. Three widows, whose husbands 
lost their lives in the performance of acis 
of heroism, wére cared for by the commis- 
sion, and in one case a money grant was 
made to a heroine for educational purposes. 
The commission made a grant of $10,000 for 
the relief of the dependents upon the vie- 
tims of the Brockton, Mass., disaster which 
occurred March 20, 1905. A total of $12,200 
wag disbursed by the commission. 

The money awarded will be forwarded to 
those to whom it was granted in the near 
future. The medals will be sent just as 
soon as they are furnished to the commis- 
sion. -The question of medals has been left 
to a Philadelphia company. re 

Since the establishment of the fund on 
April 15, 1004, to May 15, 1906, a total of 
407 cases have been received. Of this 239 
have been refused as not within the scope 
-of the fund, 159 are awaiting investign tied, 
and 9 have been granted. 


List of Awards Made, 

The awards as made are as follows: 

Miss Ernestine F. Atwood, aged 17, a student 
of Melrose, Mass., for saving the life of Harry M. 
Smith, 86 years ‘a age, of Quincy, Mass. Aus. 
22, 1904, while in bathing near North Weymouth, 
Mass., Smith became exhausted and sank under 
a float. Miss Atwood dived under the float and 
dragged the drowning man to the surface, She 
was awarded «@ silver medal and $500 to be de- 
voted by her to educational purposes. 

Alexander Cameron, a painter, aged 27, of 
Lindsay, Canada, was awarded «4 silver medal for 
rescuing George H. Bryans, an 8 year old aoa 
boy, from drowning. 

Gideon King Marshall, aged 89, A carpenter, 
lost his life\at Springdale, Pa., May 25, 1906, 
while attempting the rescue of Arthur Truby and 
Fernand Pilette, who were overcome by gas ina 
well.

The hardwood men met ip the afternoon 
in the Fort Dearborn building and decided to 
force the issue on the plans laid down by the 
Lambermen's association. By tonight 200 
drivers in this branch will beout. This move 
will. force the box factories and sawdust and 
shaving firme into the fight. “The firet-of the 
shaving concerns was affected yesterday 
when forty drivers for the H. Bi Maxweil 
company refused to work. 

Will Try to Move Lumber Today. 

A determined attempt to move lumber 
with nonunion drivers will be made today. 
Secretary E. BE. Hooper of the Lambermens 
association conferred with Victor W. Sincere 
of the Employers’ Teaming company on the 
subject of turning the lumber deliveries over 
to that concern. Mr. Hooper later 
with Chief O’Neill and Sheriff Barrett. 

“T want to put 125 wagons on the street 
in the morning,” sald Mr. Hooper, “and I 
have asked the chief for 260 policemen, two 

“I 391d him I needed 1,000 men, but I was 
assured that I could not get them. If these 
police cannot do the work for us I see no 
other way than to have troops. Many clerks 
were made deputy sheriffs during the day.” 
The spread of the strike of the lumber 
teamsters was fast. By evening 300 men 
had struck when ordered to deliver to boy- 
cotted houses. These, added to the 469 of 
the day before, make a total of 760 drivers 
on strike. 

All the men who remained at work for the 
firms that acted yesterday were asked to do 
work other union men had refused to do. 
The concerns not touched the day before 
were forced to action by the association, and 
the men immediately left. As a result, the. 
members of the Lumbermen’s association 
have entered the battle solidly, and have 
allied themselves with the Employers’ asso- 
ciation. The greatest number of men struck 
at the Herman H. Hettler Lumber company, 
which employed 100. No serious trouble was 
reported during the day. 


Says It Is a Plot to Bring Troops. 

Robert Abels, business agent for the lum- 
ber drivers’ union, said the lumber 
tion had entered into a plot with the other 
employers to get troops to Chicago. 

“We know their game,” he said, “ and if it 
depends upon the violence of our men they 
will be disappointed. Our men are not ona 
strike. They were forced out in one day by a 
concerted and prearranged move on the part 
of the lumber men. The * bosses’ knew that 
our men would be obliged to refuse to deliver 
to the strike affected houses. The men have 
no other grievance. They all will get their 
positions back as soon as this is over, and } 
do not expect it to last long. It is gaining too 
big proportions to be allowed to goon. Too 
many innocent persons are being injured.”

Resolution to Investigate the Chinas 
‘That Instructors Fomernted Pupils’ 
“Strikes” Is Tabled by Board After 
Lively § Inquiry Asked as 
to the Resolutions Sympathising 
with Children Introduced at Feds

For the first time since its organization the 
Chicago Teachers’ federation—the teachers’ 
union—last night was assailed by a school 
trustee at a meeting of the board of educa- 
tion. The attack was made by the Rev. R. 
A. White, who demanded an Investigation 
of the charges made on all sides that the 
unionized teachers had a hand in the recent 
school strikes. 

Trustee White condemned the affiliation 
of labor and pedagogy on the ground that 
no servants of all the people should be al- 
lowed to ally themselves with any one class 
of the people. He arraigned the federation 
for the publication in its official organ—the 
Teachers’ Federation Bulletin—of “ parti- 
san” articles which “from start to finish 
contained not the slightest intimation that 
there was any one to blame for the present 


condftion in Chicago except the employers | 


and the plutocrats.” | 
Dr. White Demands Investigation. 

Dr. White called for an investigation by 
the board of the circumstances surroundin 
the introduction at the last meeting of the. 
Chicago Federation of Labor of “ a revolu- 
tionary resolution calculated to incite school 
children to deeds of lawlessness,” witha view 
to ascertaining whether the teachers’ dele- 
gates had any hand in its preparation or 
voted for it. | 4,

mous,” he said, “ and at that time the organ- | 


ization did a great deal of good. Some years 
ago this organization which had received 
support from all classes allied itself to, one 
class. It became affiliated with the Chicaso 
Federation of Labor. I am a believer in the 
unionization of labor. It is absolutely neces- 
sary in the present industrial conditions. I 
believe the teachers should have aa orgin- 
ization. But I do not believe they shoul be 
permitted to ally themselves with 4 purt of 
the people. Onr public servants cannot serve 
more than one master. Mayor Harrison em- 
phasized this fact when he opposed the urion- 
ization of the police and firemen.’’ ; 
Charges Inciting School Strikes. | 
“ But,” declared Trustee White, “I want 
to speak particularly of the attitude of the 
teachers’ federation toward the present 
strike. It has been strongly intimated that 
in the: thirteen or fourteen school strikes 
the teachers, if they did not openly sympe- 
thize with the strikers, did not oppose t!.¢m. 
I hold in my hand a letter from a reputable 
west side physician in which he states that 
two teachers at a school near his residence 
stood in an open window and shouted at the 
driver of a Peabody coal wagon as |: passed 
the school. I-can scarcely believe that such 
a thing happened, but, nevertheless, the 
charge merits investigation, if for no va 
reason than to clear the téachers cf ruch a 
serious charge.” 
Trustee White then referred to the two 
articles which appeared in the teachers’ 
bulletin on May 12 and May 19. ‘

“As soon as Trustee White resumed his seat 
Trustee George J. Thompson, labor member 
of the board, arose to defend the teachers’ 
union and the Chicago Federation of Labor. 
He declared the labor body was no more “ re- 
sponsible for the ravings of individual mem- 
bers than was the board of education respon- 
sible for the ravings of ite members.”

I will prove to your satisfaction that 
we are. In 1900 there were 408 pupils at tis 
normal] school and 31 teachers; there were 
9,190 pupils in attendance at the high schools 
and 306 teachers; there were 204,236 pupils 
in the elementary schools and 5,409 teach- 
ers. This year—1905—five years later, what. 
great progress do the figures show? They 
show that there are 291 pupils at the normal 
school and 27 teachers, that there are 11,125 
pupils in the high schools and 395 teachers, 
that there are 228,368 pupils in the elementary 
schools agd 5,209 teachers. And this is what 
these figures show—that there had been an 
increase of about 1,900 puplis at the high 
schools and an increase of one teacher to 
every 20% pupils at the high schools. 

“On the other hand these figures show 
that there has been an increase of nearly 
25,000 pupils in the average daily attendance 

at the elementary schools, and a decrease oF 
170 in the number of elementary scnool 
teachers. When we consider tbat on some 
days the school attendance greatly exceéts 
the figure given, which represents the aver 
age, we may readily see what an inadequate 
force of teachers we have. That's the way 
we are doing. We are cribbing and steai- 
ing from the little children, retrenching at 
the bottom of the system to the sacrifice Of © 
the little children, and increasing the em 
penses in the upper grades.” 


‘ Normal Teachers Without Work. 

Continuing, Trustee O’Ryan charged that 
many of the normal school teachers are 
idlere—that for as many as two months ata 
time they have no work to do. |

MORE LIGHT ON INQUEST,

Favanna, Ill, May 24.—[{Special.] — The 
“town of Savanna officially and unofficially 
wishes to retain the Berry murder mystery 
museum. 

A mystery unsolved is more fascinating 
than an. array of facta, the record of a trial, 
end a possible conviction.

be Refers to the Supplies. 
Congress, for some reason unknown to 
us, although twice asked to declare its 
wishes, failéd to limit the purchase of ma- 
terials and supplies entering into the con- 
struction of the canal to American mar- 
kets. Its purpose may have been to afford 
the commission, by its silence on the sub- 
ject, a means of protection _ possible 
extortion.

Labor Is a Vital Point. 


a After health conditions and the qués-

petent laborers is one of the questions we 
must settle before we can bégin in earnest. 
.“ The results of transplanting American 
labor to the torrid zone have been unformly 
disastrous. It is necessary, therefore, to go 
to the neighboring countries for our labor, 
for workers who are accustomed to the 
elit ate. 
| ter this problem is solved, what then? 
We shall have to excavate millions of cubic 
yards of material. We must control the 
waters of a river, convert miles of swamps 
into rock walled rivers, and construct a 
commodious harpor in the open sea. 

“ Then. the fourth problem is to overcome 
‘the difficulty arising out of the great dis- 
tance of the isthmus from our base of sup- 
plies. To keep the materials and labor in per- 
fect balance with one another can only be ac- 
complished by the most perfect organiza- 
tion and complete system of advices. Thisis 
where the French failed, because of a lack of 
system and method of communication. 


Tells of Benefits to Be Derived. 
“The first effect of the construction of the 
canal will Be that the two remotest parts 
of our country will be brought in closer con- 
tact with one another. It will be a new line 
of communication between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific.’ It will be a great military pro- 
tection in time of peace as well as in time 
of war. Vessels going between the two oceans 
will cut their sailing time in two, 

“ With an isthmian canal controlled, man- 
aged, and owned by the United States and 
protected by a naval base on either side and 
tm close proximity to it, our military position 
‘will be materially strengthened, The meas- 
ure of its aid to industry will be incalcula- 
ble.”

‘ROOSEVELT POLICY 


Senate Commerce Committee 
Ends Hearing on Railroad 


Regulates 


LAWS MAY BE CHANGED, 


Rikins Anti-Rebate May Be 
_ Amplified, but Little Else 
Conceded. 


Washington, D. C., May 
The senate committee on interstate com- 
merce has thrown a bore to the expectant 
public. It adjourned today after an execu. 
tive session without formulating a measure 
or report of any Kind, merely binding itself 
to meet two weeks before the proposed ex- 
tra session of congress, in order to prepare 
railroad abuses and evils from which the 
people are now suffering. 

As far as the discussion which took place 
today showed, the committee absolutely set 
its face against the Esch-Townsend bill, 
passed by the house at the last session, and 
may favor: ; 

The introduction of a bill from the com- 
mittee at the next session of congress ex- 
tending the authority of the. government 
over the operations of railways engaged in 
interstate commerce and providing that the 
private car lines shall be placed under fed- 


eral supervision. 
— amplification of the Elkins anti-rebate 


sails by the federal government of 
the books of railway companies, in order 
to determine whether they have been guilty 
of granting rebates or special privileges.” 


Opposed to Rate Regulation. 

This is one thing it developed the commit- 
tee positively will not do: Recommend any 
measure containing a provision authorizing 
the interstate commerce commission to fix 
railroad rates. 

On the other hand, a majority of the com- 
mittee believes the*°commission has too many 
duties, and the preposed bill will provide 
for curtailing its functions. The committee 
is of the opinion, moreover, that the commis- 
sion already has sufficient authority to issue 
an order condemning a rate as unjust and 
to appeal to the federal courts to enforce 


the order. 


How meager these concessions are is ap- 
parent to the president and to other officials 
in Washington. It is another case of asking 
for bread and receivjng a stone. Senator 
Elkins and every member of this railroad 
committee understands that in failing to 
adopt President Roosevelt's moderate views 
they are opposing public sentiment. It has 
been said that the committee is acting in 
line with the president’s views, which has 
been considerably modified. This is a report 
which was started apparently in the inter- 
est of the railroads. As a matter of fact, 
the president has not backed down, and it 
is declared he will not do so. He will not 
compromise with railroads. He belicves his 
position plain and decidedly simple, but 
realizes that it is congress and not himself 
which must determine finally what shall be 


done. 


Many One Sided Suggestions. 

Scores of suggestions have been. made to 
the president as to means for adjusting the 
differences between the administration and 
those who opposedhis rate regulation policy. 
but none of these has been given serious 
consideration for the reason, as one admin- 
istration official expressed it today, every 
suggestion made has been based on the al- 
ternative “‘that you take the buzzard and 
I take the turkey, or I take the turkey and 
you take the buzzard.” . 

The only formal action of importance taken 
by the senate committee today was to desig- 
nate Henry C. Adams, statistician of the 
intérstate commerce commission, and H. T. 
Newcomb, formerly statistician of the com- 
sion and now a railroad attorney, to collate 
the statistics presented to the committee and 
make a report showing the meaning of the 
figures dealing with rates, mileage, and ton- 
nage. 

The committee also reversed the satin 


which it took yesterday of curtailing the 


distribution of the reports of the daily hear- 
ings from 1,100to Scopies. In fact, it adopt- 
ed an order for the distribution of 3,000 cop- 
ies of the reports of the testimony taken 
and thus pleased the railroads, as the testi- 
mony incorporated in the volume is all prac- 


-tically in favor of their view. 


The discussion today developed that the 
members of the committee present were a 
solutely opposed to President Roosevelt in 
his Cesire that the interstate commerce com- 
mission or some other body be given the 
power to fix railway rates. The president's 
proposition, the committee held, was entire- 
ly too drastic and it was agreed that it would 
be unwise also to give any federal body the 
power to say what was a reasonable rate.

When Shercliffe said he had sought infor- 
mation of Dennison as to Pollock’s condi- 
tion and Dennison had said, ‘“ This is one 
time I have got even with the Jews; they 
have been robbing me all my Hfe,’’ Dennison 
smiled broadly. Shercliffe identified the 
financial statement showing th expenditure 
of $14,000 in defense of Shercliffe as being 
in Dennison’s handwriting.

BLAME GOULDS IN 
TRUST COLLAPSE, 


Stockholders of Failed. Mer-| 


_ chants’ Concern Indignant 
Methods Used. 


Legal Proceedings to Recover Dis- 


i 


New York, May 24.—[{Special.}—Frank J. 
Gould waa director of the collapsed Mer- 
chants’ Trust company tit March, 1908, when, 
the directors decided to invest $504,625 of the 
depositors’ money in bonds of the Hudson 
Valley railway. At‘that time the directors 
already had loaned ee upon the com- 
pany’s bonds. 

Gould then was heavily interested in the 
Hudson Valley railway. He was ambitious to 
bea trolley road magnate. He haé just taken 
hold of the consolidated trolley, electric 
light and power companies about Richmond, 
'Va., known as the Virginia Passenger Power 
company. The Merchants Trust company 
had been loaded up with $1,600,000 bonds of 
~ that corporation which developed into a oa 
loseal failure. 

When the state banking department learned 
how the depositors’ money had been squan- 
dered upon the securities of young Gould’s 
Virginia Passenger and Power company a 
vigorous protest was made. The result was 
that members of the Gould family paid 
$1,400,000 in cash into the treasury of the 
Trust company and took back $1,500,000 of 
questionable bonds. The loss of $100,000 
which the little trust company sustained 
through the transactions in the Virginia 

and Power company crippled it 
badiy. The lose it sustained in its deals in 
the Hudson Valley company wrecked it. 

There are 110 stockholders in the Mer- 
chants’ Trust company. They probably will 


lose every dollar they paid for the $500,000 | 


capital stock and are in imminent danger of 
being assessed for another $500,000 to make 
good any sum that 
depositors in full. 


Stockholders Are 

The great body of stockholders, who 
bought their shares as an investment and 
knew nothing about high finance tricks, are 
indignant. Some say Goull’s directors are 
responsible for the extraordinary transac- 
tions and should be held respongibie for the 
lospes. It is not ble suits to compel 
the restitution of;jthe wasted millions will 
be instituted. e of the stockholders 
fayored the more radical course of taking 
the matter into the criminal courts. 

During all the time the trust funds of the 
company was being squandered upon Gould 
securities, counsel of the . -rchants’- Trust 
company, Charles A. Gardiner, was per- 
sonal counsel of George J. Gould and other 
members of the Gould family. He retired 
from the company about the time Frank J. 
Gould left the directorate. 

Though Gould left the directorate the in- 
terests of the Goulds in the Merchants’ 
Trust and Hudson Valley railway did not 
cease. Edwin Langdon, who is regarded 
as a “Gould man,” continued to be the 
dominating force in the company, even aft- 
er he gave up the presidency. Another Gould 
man left the trust company, Dr. John P. 
Munn, the Gould family physician. A third 
Gould man was put into the company, Cas- 
sius M. Wicker, as one of its vice presidents. 
All three of these men were directo. in the 


Hudson Valley railway. 


Bonds Not Marketable. | 

Though the bonds of this company now are 
unmarketable—the last sale was made at 
54, or forty-six points below par—it is a fact 
that the directors of the Merchants’ Trust 
company have only $1,130,000 of bonds to 
represent cash payments on loans 
«$1,251,486. 

What the fate of the Hudson Valley rail- 
way is to be now that the Merchants’ Trust 
company has gone to the wall is a matter 
for conjecture. It is said the company will 
have to go into a receivership. On the Hud- 
son Valley bonds the trust company in loans 
and investments expended $1,261,486. On the 
Chittenden Development company bonds it 
loaned $638,000 and purchased outright 
$200,000. 

The Hudson Valley railway always has 
paid 5 per cent interest on its bonds, but it is 
asserted this interest was never earned; that 
to pay the interest the railway borrowed 
money from the trust company to prevent 
default on the bonds, which would mone 
foreclosure and bankruptcy.

It has caused the building of an Ilinols 
railroad 129 miles long at a grade of but seven 
feet to the mile. 

It is approached by one road that is required 
to pass around a loop twenty miles in cir- 
cumference in order to reach its level. 

It is a triumph of engineering skill that has 
been furnished from the shops and drafting 
rooms of Chicago. 

The low grade of the bridge is tts predom- 
inating feature. Before it was built the 
bridge at Memphis was said to be the lowest 
on the river. It is 1% per cent on one side 
of the river and 1% per cent on the other 
side. The Thebes bridge has been built and 
apyroacaes at a grade of one-half of 1 per 


cent. Both of the St. Louls bridges have 
steeper grades. 

It is claimed that on account of this grade 
feature a large tonnage of freight will be di- 
verted from Memphis and St. Louis; that the 
great bulk of the southwestern lines of the 
Gould system will be brought across at 
Thebes, and some of the southwestern freight 
destined for St. Louis will cross the river on 


the new bridge, run up the east side of the | 


river in Illinois, and then be sent back inte 
Missouri at East St. Louis.

PRESIDENT HAS NO INTENTION or 
EXERCISING | 


Petitions Wilich Have wile Made as 
Result of Equitable Tangle Have 
No Effect—Might Not Have Power 

_ te Act Even if He Would Because 
of Court Decisions Holding That the 
Business Does Not Come Under Hen 
of Interstate Commerce. 


Washington, D. C., May 24. tspecial. 
is announced authoritatively t at the vari- 
ous efforts that have been and are being 
tmnade to induce President Roosevelt to advyo- 
cate, as a measure of administration policy, 
legislation favorable to the feileral control 
or supervision of the insurance business, 
has made no impression whatever on the 
president, and he has not the slightest inten- 
tion of taking any action on the subject at 
this time. 

This statement may be emphasized by the 
additional interesting information that the 
president had devoted no thought to the 
matter, not only for the reason that there 
is a question as to the right of the federal 
government to undertake such supervision, 
but because he has not seen any necessity 
of giving the subject close study or attention. 

William F.. King, formerly president of the 
Merchants’ association of New York, has 
written several letters to the president urg- 
ing, as a necessity arising from the Equita- 
ble tangle, that the means be provided for 
federal supervision of insurance. Whateyer 
favorable construction Mr. King may have 
placed on the president’s brief response, it 
was intended to be a purely perfunctory 
communication and not to commit the — 
dent to any course of action. 
President Has No Desire to Meddle. 

It is probably not going too far to say that 
Mr. Roosevelt has no desire, as he certainly 
at the present time has no intention, to en- 
courage any agitation of the federal control 
proposal, and he has grave doubts as to the 
necessity as well as the right of the general 
government to exercise supervision over in- 
surance under the interstate 
clause of the constitution. 

The president had a talk today with Clar- 
ence Whitman, president of the Merchants’ 
association of New York, and {tis said that 
in their brief interview Mr. Whitman urged 
President Roosevelt to take up the subjectiof 
the Equitable trouble with a view to ordering 
@ federal investigation or making recom- 
mendations to congresss in regard to legisla- 
tion concerning the insurance business.

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SHOT AND CILLED IN PARK 


BODY OF BRUNO GERLACH FOUND, 
WOUNDED THRICE. 


‘Police It Suicide and Mother 
Accepts This Theory—Brothers Be- 
lieve He Was Murdered — Several 
Persons Who Were Walking in 
‘Humboldt Grounds Hear the Sound 
of Revolver, but None Sees the Act 
Man Found. 


ree bullet wounds !n the body of Bruno 
Gerlach, a paving contractor, found dead in 
Humboldt park yesterday afternoon, caused 
relatives and the police to vacillate between 
theories of suicide and murder as-the cause 
of death. Despite the protest of the man’s 
brothers that he had been murdered, investi- 
gation of the police satisfied them that the 
man had shot himself. When the body was 
seen by pedestrians it was partly concealed 
by bushes in a corner of the park near Ked- 
zie avenue and Thomas street. 

A revolver was found near the body and 
two wounds in the side and one in the head 
were inflicted by bullets. The horses driven

Shots had been heard by residents, but no 
witnesses of the shooting were found. A cur- 
sory examination by Sergeant Mandelbaum 
of the park police and policemen of the West 
North avenue station apparently indicated 
a murder, as the wounds seemed impossible 
of infliction by the man. 

Knows No Reason for Suicide. 

The body was taken to Dettler’s under-

Max Gerlach, who was a partner of Bruno, 
declared.there was no reason for suicide, and 
insisted that his brother had been the victim 
of thieves or enemies.

was known to have taken but $10 from his 
home in the morning, and $1.60 was found 
in his pocket.

ARCTIC SEARCH BACKER DEAD, 


William Ziegler, the New York Cap- 
Expires from Injuries 
in Runaway. 


New York, May '24.—William ‘Ziegter, mil- 
lionaire and promoter of arctic exploration, 
died today at his country home near Noro- 
ton, Conn. His death was due to a runaway 
accident ‘last October, in which he was 
seriously injured. The immediate cause was 
a stroke of apoplexy. 

Mr. Ziegler was a native of Pennsylvania, 
where he was born in 1843. He was edu- 
eated in the public schools of Iowa, learning 
the printer’s trade in the office of the Musca- 
tine Journal. He went into the baking pow- 
der business in 1870 and made a fortune. 
At the time of his death he was known as 
the head of the baking powder trust. More 
than a year ago he was indicted at Jefferson

Jastice Harlan Declares His Oppo- 
_ sition to Forms and Cere- 
monies, 


Winona Lake, Ind., May 24.—[{Special. }— 
After an earnest discussion on three different 
occasions, almost unanimous action was 
taken today in the Presbyterian general as- 
sembly on Justice John M. Harlan’s “ plan 
for establishing a church large enough and 
sufficiently endowed to enable it, in the 
name of our common Presbyterianism, to 
do a full share of the work of infiuencing 
the life of the nation at its governmental 
center.’ A committee of three ministers and 
thTee elders is to be appointed to advise with 
the presbytery of Washington City, and, if 
that presbytery approves the plan, report 
to the next assembly ‘‘ more clearly and to 
develop more fully what is desired.” 

A motion to simply refer the business to the 
presbytery was tabled and the action taken 
which was approved by Justice Harlan and 
the commissioners from Washington City. 

.Ex-Moderator Henry C. Minton and the 
Rev. Dr. Henry M. McCrackey, who approved 
the action, will be members of the committee 
to visit Washington City when the presby- 
tery takes up the matter next October. 


Opposes Form and Ceremony. 


In his address Justice Harlan expreesed 
his opposition to a cathedral, as it “ means 
an ecclesiastical boss,’ and to “ forms and 
ceremonies,"” which was loudly applauded 
and was understood to indicate the antag- 
onism to this matter which is to come before 
the assembly on Friday. 


There was prolonged applause over the an- - 


nouncement that the Cunfberland Presby- 
terian general assembly had declared the 
basis of union constitutionally adopted, and 
“ Praise God from Whom All Blessings 
Flow" was sung. 

The commissioners were admonished today 


to cut some of the outside lectures and meet- | 


ings held at unseasonable times in order 
to attend better to the business for which 
they were sent up by the presbyteries at 
great expense. 

‘The Rev. Van Clav Losa of Pittsburg made 
am earnest speech in advocating enlarged 
work among the foreigners.

“When things have been decided on by 
the board of. education,” he declared, “ it 
is the sole duty and power of the council 
committee to approve of its finding. By open- 
ing up this matter the committee has set a 
‘bad precedent and is making trouble.”
